of fidelity at a formal state dinner 
in Palazzo Venezia tonight, ‘in 
which the German Reichsfuehrer 
guaranteed “for all time” the Al- 


Italy and the Italian Premier de- 
clared, “your visit to Rome com- 


pletes and seals the understanding 
between our two countries.” 

“It is my unshakeable will and 
also my political testament to the 


consider inviolable for all time the 
frontiers of the Alps erected be- 
tween us by nature. 

“Profiting by 2000 years of his- 
tory, we recognize a clear separa- 
tion of ,our respective spheres of 
life. Our frontier shall not only be 
a line of demarkation, but also a 
bridge from nation to nation.” — 

“T am certain that for Rome as 
well as Germany,” he added, “there 
will result a future that will be 
glorious as well as prosperous.” 

(When Hitler annexed Austria, 
March 13, he assured Mussolini 
that German expansion, would. stop 
at the Brenner Pass, Italy’s north- 
ern frontier. On March 16, Mus- 
solini told a crowded Chamber of 
Deputies assemblage: “Our fron- 

rs are sacred! We will not dis- 
cuss them! We will defend them!” 


One Dictator to Another. 


Mussolini, raising his glass to Hit- 
ler, promised fidelity to the Rome- 
Berlin axis (the Working agreement 
between the two dictators). “Fas- 
cist.IItaly knows but one ethical law 
of friendship: that which I ‘related 
before the German people on May 
Field (last October),” Mussolini 
said. “This law of collaboration be- 


and will obey.” 

. Hitler, Who spoke faster than is 
his cust6ém, responded to Musso- 
lini’s declaration on the ethical 
principle of friendship, to march 
with a friend to the finish, by say- 
ing, “I associate myself with this 
principle. : 

“Duce,” he declared to Musso- 
lini, “just as you and your people 
have remained true to your friend- 
ship for Germany in the decisive 
days, so I, too, and my people are 
ready to manifest the same friend- 
ship to Italy.” 

The premises and object of this 
collaboration, Mussolini’ said, have 
been “consecrated in the Rome-Ber- | 
lin axis” and constantly and openly 
affirmed. “Germany and Italy have 
left behind them the Utopias to 
which Europe blindly entrusted her 
destiny and to seek between them 
and with others a regime of inter- 
national relations which might re- 
store with equity for all a more 
effective guarantee of justice, se- 
curity and peace.” 


Red Roses on the Tables. 


Hitler spoke in German and 
Mussolini in Italian. Their toasts 
to “unchangeable friendship” ob- 
viously had been worked over 
carefully in advance, since Musso- 
lini, who spoke first, appeared to 
know what Hitler was going to 
say. Mussolini talked for six min- 
utes, Hitler for five. 

The large banquet hall had four 
tables, decorated with one of Mus- 
solini’s favorite flowers, red roses. 
Frau Joachim von Ribbenthrop, 
wife of the German Foreign Min- 
ister, sat next to Mussolini and 
Princess Mafalda of Hesse, daugh- 
ter of King Vittorio Emanuele, sat 
next to Hitler. 

Pollowing the banquet, crowds in 
the Plazzo Venezia called for the 
two dictators to appear on Musso- 
lini’s famoug balcony. Mussolini’ 
and Hitler stepped out several 
times to salute the throngs below 
but did not speak. 

Hitler appeared in his customary 
brown uniform, decorated with an 
Iron Cross. Mussolini wore the garb 
of a commander of Fascist militia 
and the decoration of the Order of 
the German Eagle, which Hitler 
conferred upon him last October. 


More Palace History. 


The place chosen for the banquet 
-rhistoric Palazzo Venezia, where

AST OF RELEF FUND 


Crowds Demanding Food Quiet 
Down, but City Will Have 
None for Them Tomorrow. 


By the Associated Press. 

CLEVELAND, May .7.— Relief 
workers passed out week-end food 
orders from the dwindling remnants 
of the city’s relief fund today and. 


Mayor Harold H. Burton promised 
to offer definite proposals for al- 
leviating the emergency Monday. 

Relief offices were quiet as funds 
from a $50,000 stop-gap appropria- 
tion provided last week were dis- 
tributed in the form of grocery or- 
ders to relief clients who had 
jammed the city’s six relief sta- 
tions shouting, “We want food.” 

Sit-down protests, which started 
at two relief offices two days ago, 
ended and only the usual small 
groups were present. 

Members of the relief administra- 
tion staff in this city where, Relief 
Commissioner Frank E. Bubna 
said, 87,000 persons are dependent 
on direct relief, said the tension 
noticeable yesterday had eased, 

Relief Workers Go Unpaid. 

Relief workers themselves have 
been on a “volunteer” basis since 
May 1, when the entire staff of 875 
was dismissed because of the lack 
of funds, but urged ‘o continue 
working on a volunteer basis. 

Mayor Burton declined to say 
what proposals he would present to 
the City Council.’ Means of financ- 
ing relief until Jw#he 1, when the 
State is expected to make funds 
available, are necessary. Burton 
said the $50,000 appropriation would 
be exhausted Monday. 

At the relief stations, séme cli- 
ents said they had received four- 
day relief orders. One 76-year-old 
woman who said she hadn’t had a 
satisfactory meal in six days ap- 
peared at a station at 5 a. m. and 
waited three hours for the doors 
to open. A 50-year-old woman with 
a palpitation of the heart, fainted 
at another station and was treated 
at a hospital. | 

In addition to the 87,000 persons 
on direct relief in the city, Bubna 
estimated that 189,000 were receiv- 
ing aid from 63,000 W P-A jobs in 
Greater Cleveland. | 

$17,000,000 Sought From State. 

At Columbus, the State capital, 
attorneys drafted a supplementary 
$17,000,000 poor relief program to- 
day for submission to a special ses- 
sion of the Legislature May 16. 

The bills incorporate tax plans 
agreed upon by Gov. Martin L. 
Davey and representatives of the 
State’s large municipalities. Under 
the measures, communities would 
be authorized to levy special ex- 
cise taxes, such as automobile li- 
censes, gas taxes and utility levies 
for relief funds. The State would 
provide additional funds from an- 
ticipated revenues.

WORMS OF TWO KINDS CAUSE 
DAMAGE 10 TREES IN CITY 


Willow Beetle Also at Work; Ar- 
senate of Lead Spray Rec- 
ommended, 


Many. inquiries have been re 
ceived at Shaw's Garden this spring 
about damage to elm trees, willows, 
lombardy poplars, some shrubs and 
other plants by leaf-chewing in- 
sects, George H. Pring, superintend- 
ent, said yesterday to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter. se 

The damage is caused by differ- 
ent types of worms, a green one 
with a black head that, protects ‘it- 
self by wrapping a portion of the 
leaf about its webbed nest, and a 
dark brown worm about an inch 
long that particularly infests elm 
trees, and by the willow beetle. 

A heavy spraying of arsenate of 
lead applied with one of the stick- 
ing powders or fluids that will 
keep the poison on the leaf, is the 
remedy for the three pests, Pring 
said. 

The willow beetle is crimson in 
color, with black spots, and is 
larger than the lady-bug, which it 


‘resembles. It should not be con- 


fused with the lady-bug, which is 
beneficial to plants, as it feeds on 
eucking insects. The willow-beetle 
has infested particularly the wil- 
lows and poplars.

CONSUMERS’ LEAGUE BEING 
FORMED TO FIGHT UTILITIES 


Organization of the Consumers’ 
League of Missouri—‘“non-partisan, 
non-sectarian, non-profitable and 
operated for the general welfare of 
all consumers and taxpayers”— 
been begun by Charles P. Johnson, 
former army officer, from an office 
in his flat at 5162A Page boulevard. 

In the organization, Johnson told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter, yesterday, 
he envisions an agency which by 
publicity, education of taxpayers 
and legal action, can save the pub- 
lic in Missouri “several millions of 
dollars in public utility charges.” 
Millions, he says, are being taken 
from consumers annually by unfair 
prices and rates by the utilities 
“with penalties and usurious rates 
of interest.” 

Johnson said he had not yet be- 
gun @ membership campaign, but 
when it does begin, some time this 
month or next, it will involve selling 
of memberships at $1 annually, or 
10 cents a month on installments. 
He proposes to pay the salesmen 
50 per cent of what they collect. 
The balance, he said, is to be used 
in the activities of the organization. 
Among those projected he _ said, 
were the holding of public meetings, 
the maintenance of statistical bu- 
reaus throughout the State and, in 
some cases, the intervention of the 
association in legal actions affect- 
ing rates charged by public utilities. 
| Frank about finances, he said the 
organization had spent $300.58 so 
far on printing, ‘postage and similar 
expenses. Most of this came out of 
his own pocket, he said, referring 
to his account book which showed 
total donations from friends of 
$53.50.

WASHIN GTON, May 7. — Sena- 
tor Clark (Dem.), Missouri, assert- 
ed today that he would seek re- 
peal of the new crop control law 
unless the Espartment of Agricul- 
ture corrected certain administra- 
tive practices in Missouri. 

Clark, Senator Truman. (Dem.), 
Missouri, and the House delegation 
from Missouri conferred with Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Wallace and 
Department officials on corn allot- 


‘ments in the State. 


Clark said they informed Wallace 
that # “peculiar hardship has been 
created in six of the Southeast 


‘Missouri counties by the application 


of three allotments at one time. 
The matter of general allotments 
for the State was discussed and 
criticiam reviewed, The necessity 
was urged on the Department for 
immediate adjustment where corn 
planting is under way and immi- 


nent, 
_. Investigation Promised. 

“It was suggested by the Depart- 
ment officials that that part of the 
difficulties have been caused by 
lack of complete understanding of 
the regulations by State authorities, 
local committees and individual 
farmers, which would be corrected 
by a program of radio and news- 
paper instruction which the De- 
partment proposes to inaugurate. 

“A complete investigation and re- 
view of thé whole situation was 
promised by the Department.” 

The Missourians also conferred 
with P W A officials “in the inter- 
est of the necessary arrangements 
for the-completion of certain build- 
ings at the University of Missouri, 
Lincoln Institute and the normal 
schools of the State, construction 
of which was authorized by the 
last Legislature, and to urge . the 
allocation of Public Works Admin- 
istration funds for ‘their comple- 
tion.” 

Farm Appropriation Increased. 

The Senate Appropriations Com- 
mittee approved today ‘the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture appropriation 
bill, providing for a total expendi- 
ture of $1,099,866,000 in the next 
fiscal year. This is $45,302,000 more 
than the sum previously approved 
by the House. 

Senator George (Dem.), Georgia, 
disclosed that the Committee in- 
creased the amount to be made 
available for farm benefit payménts 
from the $485,000,000 approved by 
the House to $500,000,000. 

The committee also approved an 
amendment which would speed up 
the payment of $130,000,000 in sub- 
sidies on the 1937 cotton crop to 
farmers found to be complying with 
the 1938 cotton acreage program. 

Senator Connally (Dem.), Texas, 
said these payments would be de- 
layed until late this fall unless the 
amendment were adopted, because 
the Comptroller General had ruled 
that compliance with the 1938 pro- 
gram must be demonstrated by the 
acreage harvested. 

The committee increased from 
$15,000,000 to $25,000,000 the funds 
which would be made available for 
loans to carry out the farm tenant 
purchase program outlined by the 
Department, George sail.

They Stand for. 


Outcome on May I7, Doscticsl 
Backers Will Divide the 
Spoils—Men Behind the Candidates and What

WASHINGTON, May 7. 

ENNSYLVANIA, the politicians’ para- 
dise, again is staging a revealing pri- 
mary battle royal, and whatever the 
outcome, one thing is certain—professional 
politicians and their backers will divide the 
spoils. This commonwealth of ‘Quay, Pen- 
rose, Vare, Guffey and. Lewis has no favors 
for amateurs. The plunder is rich and the 
high prizes are for keeps. 

On May 17 the Democrats and Repub- 
licans will decide which set: of bosses they 
respectively prefer. This day will see the 
preliminary yet vital contests for-control of 
the second richest State in the Union and 
the 70-odd delegates to the 1940 national 
conventions. It will also determine whether 
the political power of John: L. Lewis, whose 
shadow falls over_all camps, is increasing. or 
on the wane:’ — | 

A tour of the State and talks with lead- 
ers in all groups has impressed the writer 
that each set of combatanjs wants to 
control the State for its particular economic 
group, whether it be Democratic or Re- 
publican, and that in November many polit- 
ical ties will be found less binding than eco- 
nomic and social loyalties.

The methods are the traditional methods 

of political organizations led by men for

County Gas Co. 
Rates Not Legally 
Fixed by State 


Property Never Valued by 
Utilities Commission— 
Earned 6 Pct. on $8,524,500 
in 1937—Assessed at Only 
$1,427,500.

NTERESTING sidelights on the workings 
| of State regulation of utility corporations 

are found in the 1937 report of the St, 
Louis County Gas Co. to the Public Service 
Commission at Jefferson City, showing, 
among other things, that the company’s 
profit of $511,470 was equivalent to a re 
turn of 6 per cent on $8,524,500, or 6.5 per 
cent on $7,868,700. 
The State Commission has never fixed an 
official ‘‘fair value’ of the company’s prop- 
erty devoted to the public service on which, 
by law, it is entitled to earn a “reasonable 
return.” In the absence of such appraisal 
the company is actually unregulated as to 
rates. 
Valuation for the purpose of fixing rates 
usually is undertaken on formal complaint 
brought before the commission that-existe . 
ing rates are too high or that a proposed 
increase would be unreasonable. There have 
been no such complaints as to this company 
to bring the question formally before the 
commission since the commission was estabe 
lished in 1913. The prosecution of a rate 
complaint is a long and costly procedure, as 
the City of St. Louis has found in the cases 
it has conducted before the commission for 
many years. 


Promise but No Performance. 


A few years ago the commission announced 
that it would proceed as rapidly as pos- 
sible to fix tentative rate base valuations for 
all utilities in the State, without waiting 
for complaints to be filed. Because of the 
mass of work and slow progress in cases 
based on complaints, not much was done in 
this respect. Under the uncertainties of 
politics there have been numerous changes 
in the personnel of the commission since 
then. 

Incidentally, the rates of the St. Louis 
County Gas Co., which serves the cities and 
towns of St. Louis County, are substantially 
lower than those of the Laclede Gas Light 
Co., operating in the City of St. Louis, which 
is now resisting a 6 per cent rate reduction 
ordered by the commission and affirmed 
by the Missouri Supreme Court.. For 2500 
cubie_feet used in one month a residence cus- 
tomer pays $3.34 in the city and $2.80 in the 
county. But that contrast is beside the point 
that the county rates are not legally fixed. 

Comparisons, however, are not. taken. in- 
to consideration by the commission, since 
the theory of the law is that each utility is 
entitled to earn a fair return on the rea- 
sonable value of its property used and use- 
ful in the public service. The commission 
has sometimes allowed 7 per cent as a fair 
return and sometimes a lesser rate. In the 
Laclede Gas Light Co. case it allowed 6.5 
per cent. 

Since the commission has not made an ap- 
praisal of the county company’s property, the 
only measure of its value for rate-making 
purposes is the amount at which it is stated 
in its own reports to the commission. At 
the end of 1937 the balance sheet as report- 
ed to the commission gave a total value of 
$8,836,104 for all assets. The fixed cap- 
ital, which includes land, buildings, equip- 
ment, mains and the like, was listed at $8,- 
086,864. The largest item was mains, list- 
ed at more than $2,500,000. “Services’’—~ 
connections to customers’ premises—were 
listed at nearly $1,500,000, and consumers’ 
meters at about $700,000. 

After paying all operating expenses and 
taxes and allowing for depreciation out of 
last year’s operating revenue of $2,010,224, 
the company had left the sum of $511,470 
applicable to corporate property for return. 

This, as stated, provides a 6 per cent re- 
turn on $8,524,500, which is more than the 
total fixed capital and just a little short of 
the entire book value of assets. 


Book Value vs. True Value. 


Rate base valuations made by the com- 
mission usually are substantially less than 
the book value of assets, one reason being 
that in balance sheets assets usually are car- 
ried at cost without reduction for deprecia- 
tion. Balance sheets, also, almost invariably

There have been some alterations, but the present 
German edition differs only slightly from the orig- 
inal. The book is today promoted in Germany as 
the new national Bible of the new Reich. More than 
3,000,000 copies, in various languages, have been dis- 
tributed. Every nuptial pair receives a copy with the 
Government's compliments.- It is the official text 
from which all Nazi spokesmen draw their inspi- 
ration. | 

An outline of Hitler’s demands in “Mein Kampf” 
for domestic German policy is an outline of what 
he has achieved since he became dictator. Parlia- 
ment, all vestiges of democracy and all political 
parties must go, he wrote. One man, the Man, 
must have complete control. The nation must adopt 
a policy of ruthiess anti-Semitism. It must root 
out Marxist and pacifist elements. The church must 
be brought under control, its doctrines supplanted 
by a religion of “blood and soil.” The press must. 
become an organ of the Government. By elaborate 
propaganda methods, the people must be won to 
Nazi-ism. The labor unions must be displaced by 
one Government union. Germany must throw off 
the shackles of Versailles, re-establish conscription, 
build a powerful army. Every energy of the people 
must be concentrated on creating military might. 
And so on through a complete picture of “the ideal 
national state” as it now stands. 

What of foreign policy? Its basic principle, run- 
ning like a crimson thread through the book, is the 
reunion of all Germans in a Greater Germany. -But 
Hitier will not be content with restoration of the 
nation’s 1914 frontiers... “They were no protec- 
tion in the past, nor will they give strength in 
the future.” ‘The annexation of Austria was fore- 
shadowed. on the first page of “Mein Kampf” as “a 
work worthy of accomplishment by all the means 
in our power.” 

There remains much to be done. Hitler says so 
in his guidebook, and Propaganda Minister Goeb- 
bels restated the Fuehrer’s will recently in a speech 
when he said: “We've taken only a small part of 
what belongs to us—there still remains a whole 
series of items to be liquidated.” 

By what means is all this to be done? Hitler 
again is specific in stating that such conquest “is 
the only one which could justify bloodshed in the 
eyes of God and of future generations in Germany.” 
And even more bluntly (on page 689 of the German 
edition): “Suppressed countries are not brought back 
into the bosom of the common Fatherland by flam- 
ing protest, but through a mighty sword.” 

Hitler’s scheme of alliances, as worked out in 
his book, has been closely followed by the Nasi 
Reich. The Rome-Berlin axis is one result. Hitler 
counseled friendship with England, looking to an 
alliance, and conferences for an agreement between 
the two nations are now on the agenda. 

Hitler denounced Bolshevism in his book, and 
said: “When we talk of new lands in Burope, we 
are bound to think first of Russia and her border 
states.” Today, his hunger for new lands is lead- 
ing him toward Czechoslovakia and the Russian 
Ukraine, ambitions he has reiterated in recent 
speeches. France “is and remains the inexorable 
deadiy enemy of the German people”; she must be 
kept down, even by force of arms. Hitler now says 
he wants an understanding with France, but he 
has refused to withdraw or modify the bitterly anti- 
French sections of his book. 

In only one essential detail have Hitler’s policies 

departed from his textbook: in the demand for res- 
toration of colonies. His book demands attention 
be centered on Europe until every German is re- 
stored to the Reich. Some commentators view his 
présent colonial demands as an expedient for trad- 
ing: purposes within Europe. Others, citing his ref- 
erences in “Mein Kampf” to resigning colonial am- 
bitions in order to win British support, think that 
Hitler now has amended his views of Britain’s 
power, and no longer considers it necessary to mak 
this concession. 2 
When it first appeared, Hitler's statement of his 
goal was considered a fantastic dream. Those who 
scoff at Hitler, however, underrate his determination 
and his ability in the Nazi type of statecraft. Not 
only has he achieved a great part of his aims, but 
he has chosen the moment when each step could be 
taken at a minimum of danger. 
“Oh, that mine adversary had written a book,” 
lamented Job. The upholders of democracy need 
utter no such plaint; their adversary Aas written 
a book, and it is a book that reveals the man and his 
aims more effectively than can any document of his 
opponents.

The Chicago Tribune thinks that Mr. Wrigley of the 
Cubs needs a purchasing agent. It has just the man 
for the place. His name is Joe Weil, “Yellow Kid” to 
the police of all the Americas. With the “Yellow 
Kid” as his buyer, Mr. Wrigley would never, the 
Tribune asserts, have turned over $185,000 in cash 
money to Mr. Breadon of the Cardinals, besides three 
players inventoried at $85,000, “for the privilege of 
paying Dizzy Dean’s hospital hills and keeping him 
on the-payroll.” 

The Tribune may be right. Naturally, it knows 
its city’s celebrities as no outsider can. And yet 
Mr. Wrigley will do well, we feel, not to act im- 
pulsively on the Tribune's suggestion. Here’s a time 
for Mr. Wrigley to hem and haw leisurely and pro- 
tractedly.

HIS spring, if he wishes, Louis Dembitz 
Brandeis may walk through Harvard 
yard with the other silk-robed dignita- 
ries, in solemn procession behind the Sheriff 
of Middlesex County, to the sunny stage un- 


der the. elms where Harvard awards her — 
honorary degrees, If he wishes, he may hear 


his own name read out; may listen while 
President Conant recites his great achieve- 
ments in brief, sonorous Latin; may receive 
from Conant’s hands a sheet of engraved 
sheepskin. 

Harvard has done herself the honor of 
offering an honorary degree to Justice 
Brandeis. The honor comes iate. It was 
22 years ago that Abbott Lawrence Lowell, 
president of Harvard, joined the pack who 
cried out against Brandeis’ elevation to the 
supreme bench. 

Indeed, the chances are that Harvard 
has waited altogether too long. 
Justice has passed the age when mundane 
glories mean much. For him a sheet of 
sheepskin, even from Harvard, where he 
first knew the law under Langwell and 
Ames, has no great significance. The 
chances are that Justice Brandeis will refuse 
Harvard's offer. 

If Harvard is refused, the president and 
fellows can console themselves with the 
thought that their colleagues at New Haven 
have already experienced the same rebuff. 
Thurman Arnold, author of “The Folklore of 
Capitalism,” Assistant Attorney-General, 
and one of those to whom the life of Jus- 
tice Brandeis has been a beacon, tells the 
story at his own and Yale’s expense.

One wonders what he 
has concentrated in himself, unless it be 
simply living the great life.

WAR’S TOLL OF LIVES.

HE commonly accepted estimate is 1,000 
000 dead in the 21-month-old Spanish civil 
war. 

The full horror of this total is not 
pressed by reckoning it as 5 per cent of the 
nation’s population. It is the concentratios 
of the deaths, in the age groups that had 
reason to expect so many more years of life, 
that makes it so ghastly. 

The classic illustration of this distinctios 
comes from another war which involved 
Spain. The death rate in the America® 
Navy during the Spanish-American War w* 
only nine per thousand as compared wit 
16 per thousand in New York City at the 
same period. 

That war was a gentlemanly affair @ 
wars go, and the marksmanship and 
victories were pretty consistently 02 the 
American side—but the apparent h 
ness of the navy was an illusion due to # 
selected personnel.

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St. Louis needs a third more mu- 
nicipal hospital’ beds for consump- 
tives to meet the standards of the 
National Tuberculosis Association 
for adequate treatment of sufferers 
from the disease, it was stated yes- 
terday at a meeting of the Special 
Committee on Better Clinic and 
Hospital Facilities of the Tubercu- 
losis and Health Society of St. 
Louis. 

The figures, compiled in a survey 
of municipal tuberculosis facilities 
by statisticians of the society, were 
made public by John B. Edwards, 
chairman of the special committee, 
which was formed recently to con- 
sider the adequacy of clinic and 
hospital facilities in St. Louis and 
.| St. Louis County. 

The national association, Ed- 
wards said, has determined a mini- 
mum rate for cities of two beds for 
each annual death from tubercu- 
losis. St. Louis, he said, has a to- 
tal of 766 municipal beds, whereas 
it should have at least 1180. Re- 
corded deaths from tuberculosis to- 
taled 590 in St. Louis in 1937. 

The tuberculosis beds are in five 
municipal institutions: Robert Koch 
Hospital, with 543; City Hospital, 
60; Isolation Hospital, 60; Homer 
G. Phillips Hospital for Negroes, 
60, and City Sanitarium, 36. Addi- 
tional beds are available in private 
institutions, but only a few of them 
can be utilized for municipal pa- 
tients, 


STEPHEN L. PITCHER ELECTED

Prof. Coleman of Chicago U. Tells 
Convention Two-Year Courses 
Are Too Broad. 

Stephen L. Pitcher, supervisor of 
foreign language instruction in St. 
Louis public schools, was cnosen 
president of. the Association of 
Modern Language Teachers of the 
Central. West and South at the 
close of the organization's twenty- 
first annual convention yesterday 
at Hotel Coronado. Pitcher had 
been first vice-president. 

The convention, which opened 
Friday night, was devoted to dis- 
cussion of new methods of teach- 
ing and reconsideration of tne pur- 
pose of the study of foreign lan- 
guages. Several™hundred teachers 
attended. 

At the sectional meeting of 
French teachers, Prof. Algernon 
Coleman of the University of Chi- 
cago suggested that present teach- 
ing methods are an attempt to 
cover more ground than students 
can successfully undertake in the 
two-year courses to which 75 per 
cent of all students limit tnem- 
selvés.

HE author of “You Can’t Do 
That” is neither alarmist nor 
* prophet. He does not say that 
for America Fascism is just around 
the corner. He does contend that 
of the three conditions necessary 
for the development of Fascism, 
two already are in full swing. 
The first of these conditions, ac- 
cording to Seldes, is a willingness 
on the part of the propertied classes 
to “subsidize a pro-Fascist move- 
ment.” He finds proof of this will- 


ingness in the vast amounts of cor- |: 


poration money which have been 
poured into such organizations as 
the American Liberty League and 
the National Civic Federation. He 
takes cognizance of the avowed 
democratic principles of these 
groups, but repeats George Wash- 
ington’s warning against “the im- 
postures of pretended patriotism.” 
The so-called “60 ruling families” 
support such organizations, he as- 
serts, because they see in them the 
nucleus of a mass anti-labor, pro- 
dictatorship movement. Seldes 
points out that Big Business always 
has been loud in its lip service to 
the Constitution. He charges, how- 
ever, that by deed it has demon- 
omstrated its desire to “make a 
desert of the Bill of Rights.” 


He cites the House of Morgan's 
$100,000;000 loan to bankrupt Italy, 
the indorsement of Hitler and 
Mussolini by William Randolph 
Hearst, Charles M. Schwab, and 
other corporation heads, Such in- 


cidents, he contends, show that 
America’s “economic royalists” feel 
that only in a labor-regimenting 
dictatorship is there a refuge for 
profits by economic un- 
rest and militant labor.

This is, of course, subject matter 
out of which might have been fash- 
joned a work of heroic proportions 
or a subtle psychological study.

With a 
growing bitterness against the rich 
plantation folk, Corrie May re- 
solves that, whatever the cost, she 
will “be somebody” and éventually 
get to walk down the Handsome 
Road of which the Negroes sing. 
Meanwhile she accepts part-time 
work and other favors from Ann 
Sheramy Larne, mistress of Ardeith 
Plantation. 

Lovely Ann Sheramy was born to 
wealth and position. Her marriage 
to Denis Larne united two of the 
most distinguished families of 
Louisiana and seemed destined to 
settle Ann forever in the security 
of the aristocratic life to which she 
had been bred, Educated according 
to the best standards of her day, 
Ann nevertheless was given little 
except the tradition of high birth 
with which to face the trials of the 
war and its aftermath, the carpet- 
bagger regime. In showing how 
these two women met the times and 
emerged from them, Miss Bristow 
tells an exceptionally interesting 
story, at the, same time revealing 
considerable skill in character por- 
trayal.

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drank its coffee from the saucer. 

Every well appointed table of 
that time was supplied with cup 
plates in-which to set the cups after 
the coffee had been poured into the 
saucer. This prevented marking the 
tablecloth with the dripping cup. 
Such a practice was not only per- 
mittéd; it was advocated, because 
it was believed that very hot, bever- 
age was bad for the stomach. Also,

it was considered proper to use the 


edge of. the tablecloth in cases 
where napkins were not supplied. 
Manners such as these, and others 
as quaint, are laid down in a trea- 
tise on social usage by the Emily 
Post of that time—Catherine EF, 
Beecher, who was a member of the 
famous family which gave the Rev. 
Henry Ward Beecher and his sister, 
Harriet Beecher Stowe, to the na- 
tion. In her book, “Miss Beecher’s 
Domestic Receipt Book,” she dis- 
cusses social usage of all sorts, do- 
mestic economy, dietetics, manage- 
ment of servants, sickroom care, 
and practically everything else that 
has to do with the life of the home 
and family, and ends‘ with a long 
list of recipes (which she calls “re- 
ceipts”) any one of which would 
feed a family of 18 or 20 people. 
As there were no stoves except 
in a few city homes at that time, 
the recipes tell how to build and 
“draw” the fire for the various 
dishes, how to place the coals on 
the top as well as under the pots 
for making or roasting, how to pre- 
pare and turn the spits when a 
fowl or large piece of meat, 
such as a quarter of beef, 
is to be cooked; how to hold 
the dripping pan when basting, 
so that the drippings are saved for 
the gravies, and many other methods 
which are almost unbelievable to the 
modern cook. She also explains that 
“corning,” or salting, is necessary for 
both meat and fish if they are to be 
kept for a day or two before being 
cooked, There were no refrigerators 
then and, apparently, no ice, for she 
speaks of using snow to freeze ice 
cream, and says that if properly 


According to her direction for 
kitchen equipment, scales, trivets, 
heavy iron pots and k the for- 
mer with legs three inches long, “so 
that the coals can be placed under, 
“but not too close,” a flat shovel- 
like instrument for baking the 
“ash cake,” and a “warmer,” or 
tin three-sided box with two com- 
partments, were the most impor- 
tant. The “warmer” was used with 
its open side towards the first and 
in it plates and various viands were 
kept warm until required at the ta- 
ble.

()ouitaing and proper use of the 

oven. This she says is made of 
an arch of brick, .over which 
“spread four or five bushels of 
ashes, and then a covering of 
charcoal then another layer of 
bricks over all.”

And having enumerated the utensils 
and told how to use them, she goes 
into a long list of recipes, all of 
huge proportions, and all equally 
regardless of their fattening quali- 
ties, including everything from 
soup to dessert, after the approved 
styles, then launches into entertain- 
ment and her other. subjects, and 
ends with a chapter off personal 
conduct, in which she advocates 
early rising and early retiring—such 
an expression as “going to bed’ is 
quite too inelegant for her—and 
“symmetry in your dress, furniture, 
style of living and charities,” 

In the chapters on entertaining 
she gives directions for dinners and 
evening parties. A “modest” din- 


ner for the housekeeper in mod- - 


erate circumstances who can afford 
only two servants, a dinner to be 
served to a small party of 12 should 
have the following menu, she says: 
Soup, fish, a boiled ham, a boiled 
turkey, three roasted ducks, scal-

Recipes for each item follow, and 
then come directions for setting the 
table and serving the dinner, all of 
which seem very quaint to the 1938 
hostess and guest. Here they are: 

“The table should be set early in 
the forenoon by the waiter under 
the direction of the lady of the 
house and in the manner shown in 
the diagram. 

“If the table is a handsome one, 
put on two white tablecloths, one 
above the other. If the table is not 
handsome, cover it with a colored 
tablecloth and put the #wo white 
ones over. 

“Then set the castors in the exact 
center of the table. Next, place 
the plates and knives as in the dia- 
gram, salt stands at the four cor- 
ners with two large spoons crossed 
by each. Then place the table mats 
in the places where the dishes are 
to be set. At the places of the host 
and hostess put two knives and two 
forks, and put a carving knife and 
fork and a carving stand at each 
place where a dish is to be carved. 
Just before dinner is to be served, 
a bit of bread, cut thick, is to be 
laid with a fork on each napkin.” 

Guests as well ag host and hos- 
tess were expected to carve, and 
relays of knives, forks and spoons 
were placed around the table from 
a side table as each course was 
served. The writer’s instructions 
for serving the dinner are— 

“When the hour for dinner ar- 
rives, let the cook first take up 
the soup and fish. The soup and 
soup plates are to be set by the 
hostess, and the spoons laid near. 
Potatoes and drawn butter, or fish 
sauce, are to be served with the 
fish, which is set before the host. 
Then the waiter is to inform the 
lady of the house that dinner it 
ready. She rises and informs her 


husband and the guests, and then 
the gentleman for whom the party 
is made or some other guest, con- 
ducts the lady to the table and 


takes his seat at the first plate . 


at her right hand. After all are 
seated she helps the soup, passing 
it around in order without asking 
whether each one wishes it. If any- 
one prefers fish he passes the soup 
to the next. Meantime the host 
either helps the fish to all who wish 
it, or leaves it covered till the soup 
is removed and the plates changed, 
In laying the table originally the 
plates for the fish have been set 
around the table and the soup plates 
are set on them while soup is be- 
ing served.

For May, 18-20 


Annual Event to Be Held at 
Missouri Stables Arena— 
Army Team to Be Enter- 
tained. 


HE April-May horse show sea- 
T son, which, with the exception 

of the Bridlespur Hunt Club 
exhibition next Sunday has been 
promoted largely by college and pre- 
paratory school students, will close 
May 21 with the last performance 
of a four-day St. Louis Spring 
Horse Show at the Missouri Sta- 
bles Arena. ‘ 

Men and women owners and ex- 
hibitors of three and five-gaited 
show-ring mounts, hunters and 
harness horses will be represented 
during the four evenings beginning 
Wednesday, May 18. ‘In addition 
to the regular performances, a spe- 
cial matinee for school children is 
being arranged for Saturday after- 
noon, May 21, at Walsh Memorial 
Stadium. 

Important on each program will 
be the appearance of the United 
States Army Equestrian Team, 
which ‘has been in training at the 
Cavalry School in Fort Riley, Kan., 
for the 1940 Olympic Games in Ja- 
pan, and which will receive all 
profits from the show. The War 
Department has announced that 
the team left Fort Riley April 25, 
on an exhibition tour of five cities, 
The trip has a three-fold purpose: 
to further the training of both men 
and horses by placing them in com- 
petition before large crowds in dif- 
ferent surroundings, to permit the 
public to witness mountéd army 
team co-ordination, and to raise 
funds for their trip to the Orient. 

Eight officers, an equal number 
of enlisted men, and 18 horses com- 
prise the self-contained unit, which 
is moving by van and truck with 
all necessary equipment. The ex- 
hibition here will show horses and 
riders in all forms of competition 
required in Olympic games.

The scientist had sued the poet for divorce. 

The suit had been filed here. It charged 
cruelty and non-support. Dr. Perry alleged 
her husband was irritable over household 
matters and was given to frequent outbursts 
of temper. Furthermore, she asserted, he 
had failed “to pursue any gainful occupea- 
tion” and “by reason of his idleness, prof- 
ligacy and dissipation he has failed and 
refused to provide plaintiff with the com- 
mon necessities of life.” 

This suit never came to trial. According 
to Kramer, Dr. Perry returned home pres- 
ently and withdrew the suit. 

But this cessation of hostilities proved to 
be only an armistice. 
Perry filed a complaint charging her' hus- 
band with insanity. The charge was not 
pressed. California law forbids divorce if 
one partner in the union is insane. 

Shortly after filing the insanity complaint 
Dr. Perry went to Reno. She was putting 
in time there to establish residence prelim- 
inary to filing suit for divorce when Kramer, 
after due brooding, decided to take action 
himself. Early in March he sued for sep- 
arate maintenance. 

"Il have filed this only to protect myself,” 
he told reporters—"until I get on my feet.” 

Kramer asked for maintenance of $100 a 
month, $500 for attorney's fees and division 
ef their property, including the home and 
$1100. He alleged that he and his wife had 
orally agreed that the wife would earn the 
money and the husband would take care of 
the home. 

Kramer is also said to be prepared to 
support his contention by citing a ‘“home- 
stead declaration” which Dr. Perry filed in 
1934, claiming for the pair a homestead 
right in their San Francisco abode. In this 
declaration she was identified as ‘the head 
of a family”—herself and Kramer. 


R. PERRY'S attitude was indicated by

OKLAHOMA CITY. 
UCCESS far above that 
of the average man was 
the lot of Claude Now- 
lin in 1922 when, at the 
age of 41, he was gen- 
eral counsel of the 
Southwestern Bell Tele- 
phone Company with 
headquarters in S&t. 
Louis, Those who knew 

him best said that he was a kindly man 

whose only weakness was a.little too much 
liking for liquor on rare occasions. Calm, 

deliberate and sure of himself, he was a 

crack trial lawyer. His nose was aggres- 

sive, his mouth firm, his eyes deeply intent 
when he faced a jury. He was a fighter. 
When he went to St. Louis in 1921, he 
sent his son, Henry, or “H. M.” as he fondly 
called him, to Missouri Military Academy at 
Mexico, Missouri. This boy, the elder of 
two, was the apple of his eye. Not every- 
thing had gone smoothly in Nowlin’‘s life; he 
and the boys’ mother had been divorced. The 
visits he had with Henry, who was 16 when 
he entered the academy, gave him more 
pleasure than anything in life. Those who 

knew the father and son said they had a

Holman, Merywill Holman and Robert to a 
farmhouse, and Holman and Sweeney had 
gone in their car for assistance while Henry 
kept watch over the ditched Hudson. 

Adam Roth, a farmer who lived near 
the scene of the accident, saw a car draw 
up to the Hudson and stop. Then, in the 
still summer air, he heard a voice, in broken 
English, say: “We come back to kill you.” 
Defiantly, Henry answered, “Oh no, you 
won't kill me.” Several shots followed with 
such rapidity that they must have come 
from two weapons. There was a brief mo- 
ment of silence and the car sped away. 

Holman and Sweeney came back pres- 
ently and Roth hailed them, reporting what 
he had heard. They found Henry dead, 
sprawled by the side of the Hudson. There 
were two bullet holes in his head and one 
in his chest. Powder burns showed that 
the shots had been fired at close range. 
A telephone call was made to the Sheriff 
and then Holman hurried to the farmhouse 
where Mrs. Holman and the rest of the 
party were staying. 

Mrs. Holman, distracted with grief, finally 
managed to call Henry’s father at 1 a. m. 
and tell him what had happened. A few 
minutes later and he was in his car, on his 
way from St. Louis to Nevada where the 
boy’s body had been taken. Rain set in. 
The car mired down before the father was 
halfway to Nevada. He finished the trip 
by train. 

Evidence at the inquest pointed to the 
Delbonos. After the Coroner's jury found 
“first degree murder,” Nowlin vowed he 
would devote his life to avenging the mur- 
der of his son. He was determined to see 
that the four Delbonos were punished. Two 
of them, Sam and Joe, had disappeared, but 
Frank and Carl were found and brought to 
trial, seven months after the killing.

Hobbs had just been sentenced to five 
years’ penal servitude for forgery; on a 
previous court appearance, 13 years before, 
he had received a two-year sentence for 
fraud. 

In the last 13 years, it was apparent. 
Hobbs had not. succeeded in curing himself 


this vice, stronger than his ethical sense or 
fear of the law, which involved him, at the 
dawn of the fantastic “20s, in that internc- 
tional scandal, the “Mr. A” biackmailing 
case. It wds avarice again which brought 
him to judgment a few weeks ago for forg- 
ing and uttering a will which named him 
as one of the beneficiaries of the late 
Willie Clarkson, famous London wig- 
maker. 

Even in the shadow of prison the white-

It seems that the 
territory over which Hari Singh was sched- 
uled to rule (he was enthroned in 1926) was 
considered rather important to Britain's sys- 
tem for the preservation of its Eastern em- 
pire; that it would be very helpful to Brit- 
ain for the ruler to be friendly to the Brit- 
ish. Hari Singh was friendly, therefore

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or it could confer—she was made chairman 
of the general council of the Trade Union 
Council which meant that for one year she 
was the head of the British trade union 
forces. One of her notable accomplishments 
in this office was the settlement of the 
great boilermakers’ strike which lasted for 
months, affected 70,000 men, tied up ship- 
building and cost the country $50,000,000. 

A year later Ramsay MacDonald formed 
the first Socialist cabinet in British history 
and made Miss Bondfield parliamentary sec- 
retary to the Ministry of Labor. This made 
it virtually certain that when MacDonald 
named his second cabinet he would include 
her—and he did. 

As Minister of Labor Miss Bondfield found 
her path a thorny one. More forthright than 
tactful, she had never warped her convic- 
tions in the face of a tempest and she had 
aroused the feminists in the years gone by 
with frequent assertions that she thought 
women ought to pay considerable attention 
to building a home. Nor did she retract her 
statements on Russia one whit despite the 
furore they created. 

As Minister of Labor she was addressed 
as “The Right Honorable Lady,” the first 
time the words had been heard in the 
House of Commons. She ran into trouble on 
an unemployment insurance bill which she 
sponsored and which would have increased 
the “dole” $62,500,000.

tinues to detain foreign 
liners that come too close to the forts in her 
harbors, to trail every tourist carrying a 
camera, and to stand persons before firing 
squads in China. In France and Germany 
arrests on espionage charges are not un- 
common. : 
In the United States practically nothing 
was heard about “spies” until John S. 
Farnsworth, former naval officer, was ar- 
rested and convicted of conspiracy in 1937 
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ae 
to communicate naval secrets to Japan. Only 
last February Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion agents crrested a soldier stationed at 
Mitchel Field, an army sergeant who had 
deserted from the Canal Zone forces and a 
German woman in an alleged plot to sell 
army and navy secrets. Along with this 
latest case, there have been persistent sto- 
ries of foreign agents at work along the 
Pacific coast, the Alaskan coast and in 
Mexico. 

But it is in Spain that espionage has been 
flourishing. Signs plastered in cafes and 
hotels, in trains and busses, on city walls 
and country fences, and on trees and park 
benches urge “silence” because “enemy ears 
are listening.” In Loyalist Spain and in In- 
surgent Spain radio broadcasters send the 
warning through the air and moving pic- 
ture houses carry it on the screens. Both 
sides are shooting men and women as spies. 
It’s certain death for those who are caught 
but, just as in other ages, that is no deter- 
rent. They keep right on—the bewhiskered 
old patriarch who dozes in the sunshine all 
day steals out at night to hold a signal light 
for the planes winging overhead, the young 
man with the lame leg has a wireless set in 
his attic, the old crone, bent and gnarled, 
who hobbies down the street, carries orders 
to a man who slipped through the lines, and 
the pretty waitress in the cafe, who sees 
that the officers have all the wine they 
want, has sharp ears and a retentive mem- 
ory. 

Commenting that the spy and the secret 
agent are now at their all-time peak, Rich- 
ard Wilmer Rowan, author of “The Story of 
Secret Service,” recently published by Dou- 
bleday, Doran, adds: ‘Political police sys- 
tems-—the most offensive type of allegedly 
‘defensive’ secret service-—-are today the 
foundation and. bulwark of 13 ‘strong-arm’ 
governments which were not even in exist- 
ence 20 years ago.” In covering “thirty- 
three centuries of secret service,” Rowan be- 
gins his book with the Biblical story of 
Rahab, the harlot of Jericho, who sheltered 
and concealed the spies of Israel, made a 
covenant with them and duped their pur- 
suers, thus establishing the ‘‘siren-in-secret- 
service plot pattern’ which still is of peri- 
odie relief in Hollywood. ” 

Press reports have told of a school for 
spies in China and Spain. .Apparently they 
are based on the system used by Elizabeth 
Schragmuller, 26-year-old university student,

Now that both sides 
have buried artistic and 
boxoffice hatchets the 
mystery of the dignified men with the ham- 
burgers and pickles may be revealed as an 
intriguing milestone on the path to a great 
big merger. 

A reporter with a nose more for lunch 
wagon food than news might have had a 
pleasant scoop had he been in the lobby 
of the very fashionable St. Regis Hotel early 
ene morning a few weeks ago, for that was 
when the hamburgers and pickles made 
their powerful entrance on the ballet scene. 
Perhaps if it had not been for the skill of a 
short order cook . .. but this is mere specu- 
lation. 

At any rate, the crumbled foundations of 
Imperial Russia must have stirred that day 
as Prince Serge Obolensky, heading a single 
file of weary men, marched into the lobby 
of the St. Regis lugging a bag filled with 
sandwiches and coffee containers... a 
Prince of the Russia of the Romanoffs, mind 
you, with hamburgers and pickles and cof- 
fee. And behind him, as though the victuals 
were the irresistible melody of the Pied 
Piper, came Sol Hurok, the impresario; 
Colonel Wassili de Basil, a Cossack com- 
mander of the days before the Revolution, 
_ and a rear guard of attorneys. 

Up to a public room in the hotel trudged 
the strange procession and there they fell 
upon the food and drink. Frayed tempers 
were aided by the warmth of the coffee, 
the pleasant sensation of food in empty 
stomachs. Minds, closed to argument, 
opened receptively. At 6 a. m. that morning 
a sleepy photographer was routed out to 
photograph the signing of the treaty of 
ballet peace. 

Maybe it all would have happened with- 
out the hamburgers, for in the ballet world 
there also are gentlemen to whom the 
sound of cash registers is dearer than the 
music of the spheres and one ballet com- 
pany costs less to run than two—but the 
edibles helped. And now there is a single 
organization, artistically and financially a 
Colossus astride the dance universe, where 
there were two smaller groups. It is a 
story that began 22 years ago. 

" The late Otto Kahn was a patron of the 
arte—as well as a powerful banker—and 
he was one who backed his ideas with 
ready cash. In 1916 he decided that what 
the Metropolitan Opera House lacked to 
give it a Continental flair was a great. visit- 
ing ballet corps, such as the celebrated 


troupe of Serge Diaghilev which had as its 
star the incomparable Vaslav Nijinsky. 


Giulio Gatti-Casazea, then manager of the 
Met, was doubtful that the artistic temper 
of the times would support so grandiose 
a venture, for the Diaghilev troupe carried 
scenery enough for several musical com- 
edies and an immense company and a sym- 
phony orchestra, 

Kahn said he would make up any deficit 
from his own capacious wallet, and when 
the Diaghilev tour was over he dug man- 
fully down and produced the $350,000 writ- 
ten on the books of the ballet in red ink. 
For years thereafter no one had the courage 
to try another major ballet tour for how, 
they reasoned, could they hope to succeed 
when Diaghilev failed with the greatest 
dancer the world has ever seen in his

Anna Paviowa came under his management 
and his unerring judgment of boxoffice and 
talent came to be a byword in his field. 

There was Hurok in New York in 1933 
and in Monte Carlo there was De Basil, 
who had turned to ballet when the Roman- 
off dynasty was liquidated in a cellar in 
Ekaterinburg, and who had inherited much 
of the Diaghilev repertoire as well as the 
services of the talented choreographer, Leo- 
nide Massine. De Basil had in his Ballet 
Russe de Monte Carlo an organization which 
was winning artistic plaudits and, strangely 
enough, making a little money too. 

Hurok put a figurative finger into the win- 
dow, scanned his bank balance and talked 
business with the tall, unbending Colonel. 
As an upshot of their conversation the Bal- 
let Russe de Monte Carlo made its first 
American appearance in 1933 and was lit- 


erally by the adjectives of ‘the crit- 


ics, Ballet as finished, as beautifully staged, 
as pictorially perfect as this had not been 
seen here since Diaghilev’s time and the 
technique had advanced far.

It is indicative of the intense interest in 
the ballet that no sooner had Massine de- 
clared his intention of breaking away than 
he found backers with enough money to 
finance anything he wanted. They includ- 
ed Jules Fleischmann, Edsel Ford, William 
Hale Harkness. He recruited some new art- 
ists and took some from the De Basil group 
and announced his own ballet company. 

This left Hurok in a fine quandary. He 
had to choose one or the other, he could 
not work for or with both. Finally he threw 
in his lot with Massine and De Basil began 
to book his own ballet. He started, also, to 
look for financial backers and these flocked 
to him in a steady stream. Prince Obolen- 
sky was one of the first to come to his aid 
and Mrs. Harrison Williams, Mrs. Angier 
Duke (both wives of millionaires) and a host 
of others followed him. 

Thus the world of art and finance was 
arrayed on opposite sides in the ballet war 
and it looked as though both companies 
might squeese through with a profit. But
